73  Alumni  Fund  Targets  $100,000  Goal 


Saint  Joseph’s  Alumni  Association  has  announced  a  goal  of 
$100,000  for  the  1973  Alumni  Fund  and  a  goal  of  100  students 
via  the  Alumni  Recruiting  Program. 


“We  like  a  stiff  challenge  in 
our  goals,  yet  we  feel  these 
goals  are  within  our  reach,” 
explains  Philip  J.  Wilhelm  ’63, 
President  of  the  Alumni  Associ¬ 
ation.  “During  the  recently  com¬ 
pleted  fiscal  year,  the  Alumni 
Fund  totalled  $74,866,  an  increase 
of  more  than  $13,000  over  the 
previous  year.  This  was  accom¬ 
plished  during  an  11-month  fiscal 
year,  since  the  college  moved 
its  fiscal  year  closing  date  from 
July  31  to  June  30  this  summer.” 

Wilhelm  views  the  current  12- 
month  fiscal  year  as  one  ad¬ 
vantage  in  reaching  the  $100,000 
goal,  plus  the  “head  start”  given 
the  Alumni  Fund.  That  “start” 
was  a  $1,000  check  given  the 
Alumni  Association  in  St.  Louis 


July  3,  by  U.  S.  Steel  as  their 
1971  Alumni  Incentive  Giving 
Award. 

James  E.  Madden  ’64,  Vice- 
President  for  Financial  Support, 
says  the  Alumni  Fund  approach¬ 
es  the  new  year  with  a  well- 
planned  program  of  gift  solicita¬ 
tion  involving  alumni,  the  senior 
class  gift,  phone-a-thons  (respon¬ 
sible  for  more  than  $10,000  last 
year),  and  matching  grants,  un¬ 
der  which  companies  match  the 
gift  amount  of  their  Saint  Joe 
alumni  employees. 

Madden  also  cites  a  stepped- 
up  program  of  contact  with 
alumni,  built  partly  around  a 
publications  schedule  whereby  all 
alumni  will  receive  at  least  one 
publication  monthly  of  either  an

information  newsletter,  Contact 
(  the  alumni  newspaper  )  or  a 
fund-raising  mailer. 

Gerald  F.  Walker  ’59,  Vice- 
President  for  Academics  and  Re¬ 
cruiting,  sees  effort  and  pride 
in  Saint  Joseph’s  as  key  factors 
in  meeting  the  student  recruit¬ 
ment  goal  of  100. 

“By  August  of  1972,  77  stu¬ 
dents  were  influenced  to  some 
degree  to  enter  Saint  Joseph’s 
by  virtue  of  our  Alumni  Recruit¬ 
ing  Program,”  he  reports.  “We 
view  the  goal  of  100  new  stu¬ 
dents  in  ’73  as  quite  realistic; 
more  than  100  alumni  are  cur¬ 
rently  active  as  volunteer  recruit¬ 
ers.  The  program  involves  tele¬ 
phoning  students  interested  in 
the  College  to  answer  any  possi¬ 
ble  questions  and  in  many  cases, 
visiting  student  homes  to  discuss 
a  choice  of  colleges  with  the  stu¬ 
dent  and  his  parents.  Their  in¬ 
creasing  effort  indicates  grow¬ 
ing  pride  in  Saint  Joseph’s,  and 
this  gives  us  optimistic  hope  for 
success  in  the  future,”  Walker 
concludes.

Wally  Moore  50 
In  SJC  Sports 
Hall  Of  Fame 

Wally  Moore,  curently  assis¬ 
tant  football  coach  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Notre  Dame,  has  been 
elected  to  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  by 
the  Alumni  Association’s  Board 
of  Directors. 

He  becomes  the  30th  member 
of  the  Hall  of  Fame,  which  was 
begun  in  1968  to  give  recogni¬ 
tion  to  Saint  Joseph’s  outstand¬ 
ing  athletes.  Moore  was  gridiron 
halfback  at  SJC  during  1948-49 
and  he  led  the  team  in  scoring 
and  rushing  during  both  his 
junior  and  senior  years.  In  these 
seasons,  he  scored  60  points  and 
picked  up  712  yards  in  138  car¬ 
ries  for  a  nifty  5.15  average 
gain.

The  other  half,  the 
receivers,  were  crippled  by  losses 
on  graduation  day,  leaving  Jerry 
Siemer  (senior-Cincinnati,  O.) 
as  the  lone  monogrammer  among 
the  ends.  Newcomers  Brian  Har¬ 
ris  (senior-Oak  Lawn,  Ill.),  Jim 
Bigoness  (sophomore  -  Downers

Baseball ,  Golf  Combine  For 
A  Winning  Spring  Record 


Saint  Joseph’s  baseball  and 
golf  squads  met  with  mixed 
success  this  spring  as  the  dia¬ 
mond  squad  finished  with  an 
11-16  record  while  the  golfers 
stood  26-19-1. 

A  shortage  of  hitting  strength 
crippled  the  baseballers’  efforts, 
not  to  mention  an  uncooperative 
weatherman  whose  persistent 
rain  and  wet  grounds  allowed 
just  two  full  games  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  diamond. 

Brightest  individual  on  the 
baseball  team  was  outfielder 
Tom  Nixon,  who  swatted  a 
healthy  .382  while  leading  the 
club  in  hits  (29)  and  runs  batted 
in  (15).  His  83  career  hits  make 
him  the  all-time  SJC  leader  in 
this  department.  Nixon  was 
named  the  Pumas’  Most  Valu¬ 
able  Player  for  1972.

’72  golf  squad  improved  marked¬ 


ly  over  ’71,  picking  up  wins  over 
such  notables  as  Pittsburgh,  Col¬ 
gate  and  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology.

"Colleges  do  not  grow  by  themselves;  they  are  built  by 
people  who  believe  in  them."  These  are  words  that  you  have 
undoubtedly  seen  time  and  again  while  reading  about  Saint 
Joseph's  College  over  the  years.  This  phrase  has  become  an 
unofficial  motto  of  the  College. 

This  issue  of  Contact  is  certainly  an  emphatic  reminder 
that  Saint  Joseph's  College  is  fortunate  to  have  thousands  of 
"people  who  believe  in  them." 

Saint  Joseph's  Alumni  Fund  has  gained  national  recogni¬ 
tion  and  won  a  coveted  award  because  of  its  success  in  1971. 
An  even  better  year  was  1972.  And  a  goal  of  $100,000  is  set 
for  1973! 

The  Fellows  of  Saint  Joseph's,  1030  strong  after  ten 
years,  has  been  a  prototype  for  programs  of  its  kind.  Recently 
it  was  featured  as  a  "model  program"  in  the  American  Alumni 
Council's  monthly.  Commentary.  The  success  of  these  and  all 
of  our  other  "projects  for  development"  happens  only  because 
we  have  those  "people  who  believe  in  them." 

But  enough  of  what  has  happened;  you'll  read  much 
more  detailed  information  as  you  peruse  this  issue  of  Contact. 
The  purpose  of  my  writing  is  to  tell  you  about  a  new,  informa¬ 
tive  column  that  will  occupy  this  space  in  future  issues.  We  hope 
this  series  will  be  interesting  and  helpful  to  you  and  at  the 
same  time  beneficial  to  Saint  Joseph's  College. 

Several  years  ago  we  began  a  low-key  program  geared 
to  our  older  alumni,  centered  on  the  "planned  gift  or  deferred 
gift."  We  stressed  the  importance  of  having  a  will  and  briefly 
described  a  few  of  the  ways  that  planned  gifts  could  be  made 
and  how  this  type  of  giving  could  often  benefit  the  giver  be¬ 
cause  of  tax  consequences. 

Since  1970,  many  of  these  alumni  have  communicated 
with  us,  telling  us  of  their  planned  bequests  to  the  College 
under  their  wills.  Still  others,  working  with  their  lawyers  or 
other  estate  consultants,  have  written  trusts,  annuities  and 
other  types  of  deferred  gifts  for  Saint  Joseph's. 

Because  of  the  success  of  this  very  limited  program,  and 
because  of  the  tax  consequences  of  this  type  of  giving,  we  have 
concluded  that  we  should  provide  more  information  to  a 
wider  audience. 

The  questions  then  were  how  do  we  do  this  economically 
on  a  large  scale,  and  whom  do  we  ask  to  research  and  write 
the  most  pertinent  information?  Writing  about  trusts,  annuities, 
life  insurance  agreements,  etc.,  is  rather  technical.  But  then  the 
answers  to  both  questions  became  quite  obvious.  Contact 
reaches  all  of  our  benefactors  and  enjoys  a  thorough  and  in¬ 
terested  readership.  Who  should  write  the  articles?  Again  an 
obvious  answer— among  our  own  alumni  and  trustees  we  have 
lawyers,  trust  officers,  accountants,  and  underwriters  of  out¬ 
standing  ability. 

So,  among  the  coming  features  in  this  column,  guest 
authors  will  write  on  the  various  ways  that  "planned  gifts"  are 
made  and  the  philosophy  behind  them.  But  perhaps  most  im¬ 
portant,  they  will  give  examples  of  how  gifts  can  be  made  to 
fulfill  the  donor's  wish  to  make  a  gift  to  Saint  Joseph's  College 
while  at  the  same  time  taking  advantage  of  the  tax  benefits 
of  a  charitable  gift. 

For  many  people  today,  the  largest  single  expenditure  in 
their  budgets  is  taxes.  The  minimization  of  their  tax  expendi¬ 
ture  through  charitable  gifts  is  encouraged  by  the  government. 
We  hope  that  the  coming  series  of  articles  will  give  you  an 
insight  into  this  method  of  giving. 

Now  more  than  at  any  other  time  in  the  recent  history  of 
Saint  Joseph's,  we  underscore  our  motto  "Colleges  do  not  grow 
by  themselves;  they  are  built  by  people  who  believe  in  them."

Stay  Competitive 

As  tuition  and  living  costs 
have  risen  on  college  campuses 
throughout  the  nation,  particu¬ 
lar  concern  has  been  directed  at 
private  colleges  like  Saint 
Joseph’s  which  receive  no  direct 
taxpayer  support. 

Although  Saint  Joe’s  does  not
